REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-9, 11-18 (now renumbered 1-17 for issue) are allowed over the prior art 
of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In addition to 
the teachings of claims 1 , 7 and 14, as a whole, closest of record failed to teach or 
suggest among other thing, 

"the transformed image, wherein determining an orientation angle of the scanned 
image using properties of the transformed image comprises determining an orientation 
angle using the arctangent of an estimated number of changes in binary pixel values 
along one or more columns of the transformed image divided by an estimated number 
of changes in binary pixel values along one or more rows of the transformed image. "
